— In exercise of the powers conferred by the 
proviso to article 309 of the Constitution, the President hereby 
makes the following rules further to amend the Union Public 
Service Commission (Fx-Cudre Posts) Recruitment Rules, 

1959, namely; — 

1. (1) These rules may be called the Union Public Service 
Commission (Ex-Cadre Posts) Recruitment (Fourth Amend- 
ment) Rules, 1972. 

(2) They shall come into force on the date of their publica- 
tion in the Official Gazette. 

2. In the Schedule to the Union Public Service Commission 
(Ex-Cadre Posts) Recruitment Rules, 1959, for the entries

NOTIFICATION 

G.S.O. 1344. — In exercise of the powers conferred by the 
proviso lo article 309 of Ihe Constitution, (he President 
hereby makes the following rules regulating the method of 
recruitment of the post of Research Officer (Career Manage- 
ment)' in the Department of Rehabilitation In the Ministry of 
Labour and Rehabilitation, namely: — 

1. Short title and commencement: (1) These rules may be 
called (he Department of Rehabilitation Research Officer 
(Career Management) Recruitment Rules, 1972. 

(2) They shall come into force on the date of their publica- 
tion in the Official Gazette. 

2. These rules shall apply to the post specified In Column 
1 of the Schedule annexed to these rules. 

3. Number of the posts, Its classification and scale of pay: 

The number of posts, its classification and the scale of pay 
attached thereto, shall be as specified in columns 2 to 4 of 
the said Schedule. 

4. Method of recruitment, age limit, qualifications etc: The 

method of recruitment to the said post, age limit, qualifica- 
tions and other matters connected therewith shall be as 
specified in columns 5 to 13 of the said Schedule. 

5. Disqualification: No person,— 

(a) who has entered or tontracted a marriage with a per- 

son having a spouse living, or 

(b) who, having a spouse living, has entered into or con- 

tracted a marriage with any person, 
shall be eligible for appointment to the said post: 

Provided that the Central Government may, if satisfied 
that such marriage is permissible under the personal law appli- 
cable to such person and the other party to the marriage and 
there are other grounds for so doing, exempt any person from 
the operation of this rule. 
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6. Power to relax: Where the Central Government is of 
opinion that it is necessary or expedient so to do, it may, 
by order ; for reasons to be recorded in writing and in consul- 
tation with the Union Public Service Commission, relax any 
of the provisions of these rules with respect to any class or 
category of persons. 

7. Saving: Nothing in these rules shall affect reservations 
and other concessions required to be provided for Scheduled 


Castes and Scheduled Tribes and other special categories of 
persons in accordance with the orders issued by the Central 
Government from time to time in this regard.

Whereas certain 
draft rules of the Payment oi’ Wages (Deductions for National 
Defence Fund and Defence Savings Scheme) Rules, 1972 was 
published as required by sub-section (5) of section 26 of the 
Payment of Wages Act, 1936 (4 of 1936) at pages 442—444 ot 
the Gazette of India, Part 11, Section 3, sub-section (i), dated 
the 5th February 1972, under the notification of the Gov- 
ernment of India in the Ministry of Labour und Rehabili- 
tation (Department of Labour and Employment) No, G.S.R. 
152 dated the 19th January, 1972, Inviting objections and 
suggestions from all persons likely to be affected thereby 
for a period of three months from the dated of publica- 
tion of the said notification in tho gazette. 

And whereas the said Gazette was made available to the 
public on the 4th March, 1972. 

And whereas the objections and suggestions received from 
the public on the said draft have been considered by the 
Central Government; 

Now, therefore, in exercise of the powers conferred by 
section 26 of the said Act, the Central Government hereby 
makes tho following rules of the Payment of Wages (Deduc- 
tions for National Defence Fund and Defence Savings Scheme) 
Rules 1972, namely: — 

1. Short title, application and extent. — (I) These rules may 
be called the Payment of Wages (Deductions for National 
Defence Fund and Defence Savings Scheme) Rules, 1972. 

(2) These rules shall apply to persons employed oil railways, 
mines and oil-fields. 

(3) They extend to the whole of India. 

2. Definitions. — In these rules,— 

a) ‘Act’ means the Payment of Wages Act, 1936; 

b) ‘section’ means a section of the Act. 

3. Conditions for mnking deductions. — The conditions for 
making deductions in pursuance of clause (ii) of sub-section 

(2) of section 7 from the wages of the employed persons for 
contribution to the National Defence Fund or to any Defence 
Savings Scheme approved by the Stale Government with the 
written authorisation of the president or secretary of the 
registered trade union of which the employed person is a 
member shall be as follows: — 

(a) the president or, in his absence, the secretary of such 

trad* union shall forward. — 

(i) in duplicate to the employer, a copy of the list of the 
employed persons who are members of the trade 
union indicating therein the amount or extent of de- 
ductions which aie to he made from the wages of 
each employed person and also, where the deductions 


arc to continue for more than one wage period, the 
total period during which such deductions arc to be 
made and a copy of the resolution adopted at a 
meeting of such trade union authorising such deduc- 
tions; and 

lii) a copy of the said and resolution to the person 
who acts as an Inspector for the purposes of the Act; 

( b) the employer shall display in a conspicuous place of the 
establishment one of the two copies of the said list and reso- 
lution received from the president or secretary as the case may 
be, of the trade union, for at least a period of three consecu- 
tive days immediately preceding the day on which the deduc- 
tions are to be made from the wages of the employed persons; 
and 

(c) if an employed person objects in writing to deductions 
being made from his \vagcs upto the amount or extent of 
deductions indicated in the list displayed by the employer, 
no deductions shall be made from his wages except in accor- 
dance with the written authorisation of such employed person.

G.S.R. 1347.— In exercise of the powers conferred by 
the proviso to nrlicle 309 of Ihe Constitution, the President 
hereby makes the following tules regulating the method of 
recruitment to Class I and Class II Technical Posts in the 
Directorate General of Factory Advice Service and Labour 
Institutes, namely: — 

1. Short title and commencement: — (1) These rules may be 
called the Directorate General of Factory Advice Service and 
Labour Institutes (Class L and Class II Technical Posts) 
Recruitment Rules, 1972. 

(2) They shall come inlo force on the date of their 
publication in the Official Gazette. 

2. Application: — -These rules shall apply to the posts speci- 
fied in column 2 of the Schedules f, II and III annexed 
hereto. 

3. Number, classification and stale of pay: — The number 
of posts, their classification and the scales of pay attached 
thereto shall be as specified in columns 3 to 3 of the said 
Schedules. 

4. Method of recruitment, age limit, qualifications, etc.:— 

The method of recruitment, age limit, qualifications and other 
matters connected therewith shall be as specified in columns 
6 to 14 of the Schedules aforesaid. 

Provided that the upper age limit prescribed for direct 
recruitment may be relaxed in the case of Scheduled Castes, 
Scheduled Tribes and other special categories of persons in 
accordance with the orders issued from time to time by the 
Cenlral Government. 

5. Liability to serve In Defence services: — Any person 
appointed to the posts mentioned at S. Nos, 1, 3 and 4 of 
Schedule Jl and any person possessing a degree in engineering 
or equivalent qualifications appointed to posts mentioned at 

S. Nos. 1 to 10 of Schedule I and S. Nos. 1 to 5 of 
Schedule HI shull, if so required, be liable to serve in any 
Defence Service or post connected with the Defence of India 
for a period of not less than four years, including the period 
spent on training, if any; 

Provided that such a person — 

(a) shall not be required to serve as aforesaid after the 
expiry of ten years from the date of appointment; 

(b) shall not ordinaiily be required to serve as afore- 
said after attaining the age of forty years in the ease 
of graduate engineers and forty-five years in the 
case of medical graduates. 

6. Disqualification: — No person: — 

(a) who has entered into or contracted a marriage with 
a person having a spouse living or 

lb) who, having u spouse living, has entered into or con- 
tracted a marriage with any person, 

shall be eligible for appointment to service; 

Provided that the Central Government may, if satisfied 
that such marriage is permissible under the personal law 
applicable to such person and the other party to the marriage 
and there are other grounds for so doing, exempt any person 
from the operation of this rule. 

7. Power to relax: — Where the Central Government is of 
the opinion that it is necessary or expedient so to do, it may, 
by order, for reasons to ho recorded in writing and in consul- 
tation with the LInion Public Service Commission relax any 
of the provisions of these rules with respect to any class or 
category of persons /posts.

G.S.R. 1348.- — In exercise of the powers conferred by 
Section 5 read with sob-section (0 of section 7 of the Em- 
ployees’ Provident Funds and Family Pension Fund Act, 
1952 (19 of 1952), the Central Government hereby makes 
the following Scheme further, to amend the Employees’ 
Provident Funds Scheme, 1952, namely: — 

1. This Scheme may be called th Employees’ Provident 
Funds (9th Amendment) Scheme, 1972. 

2. In the Employees’ Provident Funds Scheme, 1952, in 
paragraph 68-B, in sub-paragraph (6A), after the provise, 
the following further provisos shall be inserted, namely: — 

“Provided further that the requirement of depositing the 
title-deeds with the Commissioner may be dispensed with if 
the title deeds of the property stand deposited or mort- 

? aged to any of the authorities specified in sub-paragraph 
1) againsl a loan taken by the member from any such 
authority for the specific purpose of meeting in part the cost 
of construction or acquisition of the same house or pur- 
chase of the same house site, as the case may be, and if that 
authority furnishes a letter of guarantee specifying that the 
loan has been granted to the member to enable him to meet 
the cost of construction or acquisition in part of the same 
house or purchase of the same house site, as the case may 
be, against the title deeds deposited or mortgaged by the 
member and that ho has a clear and marketable title to the 


land free from encumbrances and attachments and that the 
title deeds (a) will be kept deposited with or mortgaged to 
that authority till the expiry of 5 years from the date the 
Fund grants an advance to the member, or (b) will be 
released in favour of the Fund and sent directly to the Re- 
gional Commissioner concerned in case the loan including 
the interest thereon is repaid to that authority earlier than 
the expiry of the fivo years and that a note regarding the 
interest ol’ the Employees’ Provident Fund Authorities has 
been duly kept in the records of the authorities. 

Provided also that the member shall undertake not to 
part with the possession of the house so built or acquired 
or house site so purchase by way of sale, mortgage, gift, ex- 
change or lease till the oxpiry of the period of 5 years 
and shall also submit a declaration not later than the 31st 
day of December of every year to the effect that the house 
or as the case may be, the house site continues to be in his 
osscssion and incase the house site together with the 
ouse constructed thereon standas mortgaged to any of the 
authorities specified in sub-paragraph (1) in consideration of 
a house building advance taken from that authority, the 
above declaration will specify that the house site lor the 
construction of which or for The acquisition of which loan 
has also been taken from that authority continues to be in his 
possession but stand as mortgaged to that authority in con- 
sideration of the loan.”
